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REMARKS 

The specification has been amended as needed so as to 
place this application in condition for disposal at the time of 
the next Official Action. 

The claims previously in the case have been replaced by 
a set of new claims, which are believed to be proper as to form 
and clearly patentable over the cited references . 

In drafting the new claims, careful attention was paid 
to the Examiner's formal criticisms of the previous claims. 

Reconsideration is accordingly respectfully requested, 
for the rejection of the claims as anticipated by SEO or 
BIANCUCCI or LIAO or TORRENCE . 

The new claims recite the pivotal plate 10 with a 
plurality of holes therethrough, each, as shown in Figures 2 and 
3, being occupied by one of the projections on the sole, in 
either of the two rotated positions of the plate about the pivot 
P. 

In this way, the plate is integrated into the sole in 
either swung position of the plate, without the need for 
providing an excessively strong pivot P nor an excessively strong 
mounting of the arcuate member 11 on the sole. 

There is nothing like this in any of the cited 
references . 

New claim 14 clearly brings out this relationship. 
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New claim 15 is directed to the arcuate member 11, 
whereby the connection of the pivot P can be displaced from the 
transverse axis of swinging movement of the arcuate member 11, 
thereby to provide three-point stability to the connection of the 
plate to the sole. Again, nothing in the cited references 
suggests this. 

In view of the present amendment and the foregoing 
remarks, therefore, it is believed that this application has been 
placed in condition for allowance, and reconsideration and 
allowance are respectfully requested.
